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Economic Development holds first meeting of 2015

Hickman County Economic 
Development Authority, Inc. 
(HCEDA) held its first meeting of the 
year Wednesday, Feb. 4. The meeting 
marks the beginning of a new era for 
the organization, as it now has an 
executive director for the first time 
since its inception in the 1990’s. 

Former Hickman County Judge/ 
Executive Greg Pruitt, who had served 
as the board’s secretary while Judge/ 
Executive, is now serving part-time as 
the organization’s director. His office is 


located in the former Daymar College 
building. 

Another big change for the 
organization took place at the meeting 
as longtime chairman Tommy Roberts 
submitted his resignation from the 
board. Roberts was one of the board’s 
charter members and resigned on good 
terms, needing to devote more time 
to his business activities with Roberts 
Crop Insurance. Roberts was also 
the Hickman County Magistrate for 
District 2 until his retirement from that 
position at the end of 2014. 

Fulton County Hickman County 


Economic Development Partnership 
(FCHCEDP) director Eddie Crittendon 
gave a report to the board of the 
partnerships recent developments. 
Kentucky Great River Road 
Organization director Norma Pruitt 
also gave a presentation about the 
sign project that is underway, and 
announced an upcoming boutique 
trail that is being planned. The trail 
will include ladies’ boutiques in all 
four river counties (Fulton, Hickman, 
Carlisle, and Ballard). 

HCEDA Director Greg Pruitt 
updated the board on the Peerless 


Premier roofing project. The main part 
of the building’s roof has been replaced 
and the project is now complete. 
The project cost was $260,410, with 
HCEDA’s portion being $130,205 and 
Peerless Premier paying the other half 
of the expense. 

The board also signed a deed transfer 
for the building to Peerless Premier, 
which has leased the building for 10 
years under a lease/purchase agreement 
that expires this month. 

Pruitt also encouraged the 
boardmembers to consider strategic 
planning goals between now and their 


next meeting in April. He gave the 
members some economic development 
related reading material and asked 
them to submit their recommendations 
to him by April 1. 

At their April 29 meeting, the board 
will conduct a strategic planning 
session for the future of economic 
development in Hickman County. 

The board also approved Pruitt’s 
employment contract as an independent 
contractor to provide management 
services to the board.

Co-ops discuss 
reasons for 
possible merger

After learning in late November 
2014 that Greg Grissom would be 
leaving after 14 years, David Kimbell, 
chairman of the Hickman-Fulton 
Counties Rural Electric Cooperative 
Corporation (HFRECC) Board, made 
the announcement that the board was 
exploring all options. “Those options 
included replacing Greg or possibly 
merging with another entity,” stated 
Kimbell. “Three entities responded 
and the board decided to pursue their 
options with Gibson EMC and West 
Kentucky RECC. 

“With Gibson EMC contacting us 
first, we (the board) have already 
completed our first preliminary study 
with them and we are waiting for West 
Kentucky’s financial comparison to 
review it,” explained Kimbell. “We 
have hopes of receiving it by February 
16.” 

The next step would be for the board 
to review both Co-ops, deciding which 
one to pursue further with a possible 
merger. “Making this decision by 
February 28 would eliminate having 
to hire a new manager or naming an 
interim manager,” Kimbell added. “If 
we select a particular Co-op to study 
further about merging, we would 
contract with them to serve as our 
manager.” 

Kimbell believes that member- 
owners will benefit not only 
immediately but also down the road 
if a merger were to take place. “It 
will be cheaper in the long run to do 
it that way,” he said. “It will save us 
the expense of a salary and benefits for 
either a new or interim manager.” 

HFRECC Board has prioritized the 
following requirements for Gibson 
EMC or West Kentucky RECC, if 
either are to be considered for a merger 
consolidation, and all parties have 
agreed to these terms: 

1. The merger consolidation would 
ensure that HFRECC members see 
a decrease in the rates that they pay 
today, and into the future. 

2. That all current employees of 
HFRECC would remain employees 
with the new merged Co-op. 


3. That the Hickman office and 
warehouse become a permanent 
district office of the new merged Co¬ 
op permanently. 

4. That a Substation for Carlisle 
County or necessary distribution 
upgrades be completed by the end of 
2017. 

5. That the current level of 
Operations and Maintenance Budget 
continue, so we can ensure future 
system reliability improvements. 

While it is true that no two Co-ops 
in the TVA have merged, Kimbell 
informs us that their have been 
other non-TVA co-ops elsewhere in 
Kentucky that have merged. “Several 
mergers between Co-ops have occurred 
around the country and at least two 
in Kentucky in the last 25 years,” he 
added. 

“Merging with a Co-op eliminates 
the need for a purchase price,” he 
noted. “This ultimately helps keep the 
rates down, too.” 

By law a “muni” (municipality) 
cannot merge with a Co-op, one would 
have to buy out the other. “Either way 
if we buy them out or they buy us out, 
someone would have to pay,” Kimbell 
stated. “If a merger happens between 
us and another Co-op, we would 
encourage the merged Co-op to look at 
Hickman Electric System (HES) in the 
future if HES has an interest, but we 
are not interested in them at this time 
because we are looking to merge with 
a Co-op. 

“Secondly, due to HES’s size a 
buyout would not benefit our rate 
payers on either side.” 

The current timeline during merger 
talks does include HFRECC’s board 
hoping to decide by the end of February 
which one to possibly merge with and 
will still require the board to continue 
gathering more information. “We will 
gather more financial information 
before proceeding, which could take 
a few months,” added Kimbell. “The 
hope would be to put it to a vote before 
the member-owners of both Co-op 
some time this summer.” 

With that said, HFRECC will

Hickman County Times petitions again for public notices 


For the third consecutive year, the 
Hickman County Times, co-owned 
by Gaye Bencini and former Clinon 
mayor Tommy Kimbro, is making a 
plea for public notices to be run in the 
Times instead of The Hickman County 
Gazette. 

Bencini and Kimbro sent a letter 
dated January 28 to 14 recipients, 
including Secretary of State Allison 
Lundergan Grimes, stating the reasons 
they believe public notices should be 
run in the Times , citing parts of KRS 
424.120, which says that in a county 
with more than one newspaper that 
meets the requirements to run public 
notices, public notices shall be placed 
in the “newspaper having the largest 



bona fide paid circulation as shown by 
the average number of paid copies of 
each issue as shown in its published 
statement of ownership.” 

In the letter, Bencini and Kimbro 
state that they have more bona fide 
paid circulation than The Hickman 
County Gazette because the Hickman 
County Times has more mailed 
subscribers. The letter says that 
“while the Hickman County Times has 
had the higher number of in-county 
paid subscribers based on October 
Statement of Ownership for the past 
two years, the former Hickman County 
Judge/Executive asked that other 
factors be allowed and that those other 
factors be rack sales.” 


The phrase “former judge/executive” 
is in reference to Judge/Executive Greg 
Pruitt, who served as judge/executive 
for Hickman County for more than 26 
years. The term “rack sales” refers to 
newspapers that are sold in Hickman 
County at newsstands and store 
counters - any newspaper that is sold 
as a single paper and not part of an 
annual subscription. 

In the past two years, and again 
this year, according to the statements 
of ownership for both newspapers, 
the Hickman County Times has more 
mailed subscribers in Hickman County 
than The Hickman County Gazette , 
while the Gazette has had more single 
copy sales or rack sales. When the 


figures are added, The Hickman County 
Gazette has had more total bona fide 
paid circulation in Hickman County. 

The letter also notes that subscriber 
numbers can be audited. Last year, at 
the request of staff from the Hickman 
County Gazette, the United States 
Postal Service performed an audit of 
both papers’ statements of ownership 
management, and circulation compared 
with their most recent mailing only. 
After both statements were audited, 
both newspapers published a revision. 
The Hickman County Gazette’s in 
county subscribers were decreased 
by one copy, while the in-county 
subscriber total for the Hickman 
County Times went from 438 copies 


on their original statement to 323 on 
the revision required by the USPS - 
a decrease of 115 subscribers. While 
the number of subscribers on the most 
recent publication decreased by so 
many, the reported “average” was the 
exact same as before - 427. 

The Gazette staff has again requested 
an audit of this year’s statement. The 
results of the audit have not yet been 
announced. 

Hickman County Gazette editor 
Daniel Richardson’s response to the 
letter can be read in his column “The 
Way I See It” on the opinion/editorial 
page (page 3) of this newspaper.

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Frizzell explains pre-trial services

Pre-Trial Services were 
created to provide access to 
reasonable bail, following the 
passage of the 8th amendment 
(excessive bail should not be 
required or excessive finds 
imposed) after bail bonding 
companies were deemed illegal 
in 1976 by the state of Kentucky 
and former Governor Julian 
Carroll. Chad Frizzell, who 
works in Pre-trial services with 
Renee Cole and Larry Fraser, 
addressed the Hickman Rotary 
Club on Thursday, Feb. 5. 

“If you were arrested today 
how much money could you 
come up with to bail yourself 
out within two hours,” asked 
Frizzell, an employee of Pre- 
Trial Services within the court 
system in Fulton, Hickman, 
Ballard and Carlisle counties. 
“Reasonable is a broad term. 
What is reasonable for you 
might not be reasonable for 
me.” 

In America everyone is 
innocent until proven guilty by 
a court of law. “So up until 1976 
bail bonding companies existed 
in Kentucky,” he continued. 
“Only four states do not have 
bail bonding companies.” 

After the Bail Bond Reform 
Act was signed into law in 1976 
by Governor Carroll. “What that 
act did in Kentucky was out law 
bail bond companies,” Frizzell 
said. “Thus the creation of 
Kentucky’s pre-trial services.” 

For the next 30 years, pre-trial 
services were reasonably silent, 
while making reasonable bonds 
available to people. “In 2005 
that started the use of evidence- 
based practices,” added Frizzell. 
“Utilizing facts and figures and 
what works and doesn’t work 
and started bringing that into 
pre-trial.” 

More changes occurred in 
2009 and other folks were 
actively engaged into the 
process. 

“House Bill 463 (HB 463), 
passed in 2011, which totally 
reformed the bail system and 
some sentencing guidelines,” 
Frizzell noted. “HB 463 says 
that the judge has to follow 
the pre-trial releases for 


recommendation for low risk 
and moderate risk defendants or 
have a written finding of danger 
or risk.” 

Someone charged with a 
crime, deemed low risk, would 
be for release unsecured, no 
money posted or released on 
their own signature. “Before 
that the judge might say no 
and add a bail such as $50,000 
cash,” Frizzell explained. “Now 
the law says the judge has to 
follow the recommendation 
unless he has a reason to deem 
otherwise.” 

In the state of Kentucky there 
is judicial discretion, judges 
still have a say in the matter. 
“I will often click ‘judicial 
discretion and add the reason 
that the judge deviates from 
the recommendation,” added 
Frizzell. “Obviously the judge 
is not going to put someone out 
on a signature who committed 
armed robbery. It is a pretty 
serious crime.” 

Frizzell shared some facts 
about pre-trial, such as: 

• We are a model program for 
pre-trial. Kentucky has set the 
bar, with other states following, 
because of our appearance in 
court for defendants out on 
bond. 


• 300 employees, divided into 
49 programs. 

• Primary focus in pre-trial is 
investigations, with interviews 
taking place. 

“We interview the defendant 
and find out everything we 
can about them even speeding 
tickets they might have 
forgotten about,” Frizzell said. 
“We are looking to obtain the 
best accurate risk assessment 
possible. It says if you will or 
will not come back to court.” 

Monitored Conditional 

Release (MCR) program is 
handled by pre-trial services. 
“We monitor you when you 
are on bond_before you go to 
trial,” he said. “The judge might 
require the individual to work to 
obtain his GED before he even 
goes to trial.” 

The individual checks in on 
a regular bases to help ensure 
that they will show up in court. 
“Sometimes we even put them 
on an ankle monitor so we know 
where they are at all times,” 
stated Frizzell. “Deferred 
prosecution is another program 
we handle. It is limited because 
of HB 463, which mandates that 
they can defer prosecution for 
those charged with a controlled 
substance, asking them to enter 


a drug court program instead.” 

Diversion is utilized for cases 
such as no insurance. Primarily 
in Fulton County, Fulton 
County Attorney Rick Major’s 
office handles diversion cases. 

More figures shared by 
Frizzell: 

• Annual budget is $11.8 
million a year 

• Pre-trial release, out of bond, 
costs $11.74 per defendant vs 
$613.80 for pretrial detention 
with a cost avoidance of $602 
in expenses per defendant or a 
total of $102.9 million avoided 
in incarceration expenses in 
2012 ) 

• Overall release rate in 2012 
70% were released before they 
went to trial (68% were non- 
financial releases) 

• Appearance Rate in 2012 - 
appeared in court - 89% 

• Public Safety Rate in 2012 
-92% (didn’t commit another 
crime while they were out on 
bond) 

“Risk assessment does not 
predict the future,” he reiterated. 
“We are assessing what they 
did in the past.” Frizzell takes 
into account their past while 
performing an extensive 
interview with the individual to 
determine their risk assessment.

Paper of record issue returns once again 

H ere we go again. It’s round three for the paper of record 
dispute between the Hickman County Gazette and the 
Hickman County Times. 

Gaye Bencini and Tommy Kimbro, co-owners of the 
Hickman County Times, recently sent a letter to public entities 
in Hickman County claiming that they have more bona fide paid 
circulation than The Hickman County Gazette. 

KRS 424 outlines the requirements for 
advertisements that are legally required to be 
published in the local newspaper. Section 120 
specifies the requirements that a newspaper 
must meet in order to carry public notices and 
thereby satisfy the legal requirement for public 
entities to place those notices. Subsection 
(d) explains which newspaper public notices 
should go in if there is more than one 
newspaper in a publication area (Hickman 
County for this purpose) that meet all other 
requirements to carry public notices and satisfy 
the legal requirements. 

KRS 424.120(d): If, in a publication area 
there is more than one newspaper which 
meets the above requirements, the newspaper having the largest 
bona fide paid circulation as shown by the average number of 
paid copies of each issue as shown in its published statement of 
ownership as filed on October 1 for the publication area shall 
be the newspaper where advertisements required by law to be 
published shall be carried. 

In their letter, Bencini and Kimbro note that since the Times, 
on their October 1 Statement of Ownership, showed an average 
of 365 mailed subscriptions, and the Gazette only had 220. It 
does not mention that the Times showed an average of 300 single 
copy sales while the Gazette had 598. Thereby the total average 
circulation for the Times is 665, while the average circulation for 
the Hickman County Gazette is 818. 

In their letter, Bencini and Kimbro boldface “bona fide paid 
circulation,” apparently hoping that by making the text bold, 
they can make it mean what they want it to mean - mailed 
subscriptions. 

The argument for mailed subscriptions only to be considered for 
bona fide paid circulation doesn’t stand up to basic reasoning. 

The first reason is that if the writers of the statute had meant for 
the newspaper with the most mailed subscriptions to carry legal 
notices, why wouldn’t they just say “mailed subscriptions” instead 
of “bona fide paid circulation?” Why add ambiguous language to 
such a simple matter if they did not intend for more than mailed 
subscriptions to be considered. 

Furthermore, the term “bona fide” is not defined in the 
definitions section of the KRS (424.110) with other terms specific 
to the statute. It should thereby be assumed that the standard 
definition for the term should be used. Webster defines bona 
fide simply as “genuine; real.” Neither is the term “circulation” 
defined in the section, so let’s also assume the standard definition 
for it as well. Webster defines circulation in this context as “the 
public availability or knowledge of something.” 

If KRS 424.120(d) is read as “the newspaper having the largest 
real or genuine paid public availability of each issue as shown 

in its published statement of ownership as filed.” the issue of 

ambiguous language is settled. 

H ere’s another question that should be considered. If 

Bencini and Kimbro really feel that they have the largest 
bona fide paid circulation in Hickman County as shown 
on the October 1 Statement of Ownership, Management 
and Circulation, why did they wait until January 28 to notify the 
public entities of Hickman County that legal advertisements should 
be placed in their paper instead of the Gazette? If they are indeed 
correct, every legal advertisement placed in November, December, 
and January in the Hickman County Gazette should have gone 
in the Hickman County Times. That’s an entire quarter of a year 
of legal advertisements that they believe should have gone in the 
Times that went in the Gazette, but they waited until January to 
bring it up. It could be assumed that they are counting on new 
public officials to rule in their favor. 

But it really goes further than October. In their letter, they note 
that their position of having more bona fide paid circulation per 
their definition has existed for the last two full years, but that “the 
former judge/executive asked that other factors be allowed and 
that those other factors be rack sales.” If they really felt that the 
issue had been mishandled for the past two years, they should 
have took the matter to the circuit court. The legal advertisement 
revenue for the two years would have been more than enough to 
recoup the cost of the suit, and the expenses incured in the lawsuit 
would be paid by the unsuccessful party anyway. It would seem 
that they didn’t believe in their position enough to put their necks 
on the line for it. But now they are asking public officials to walk 
out a limb that they themselves have been unwilling to stand on 
for the past two years. 

It is obvious that the owners of the Hickman County Times 
don’t have a valid position to petition for legal advertisements, 
and they know it. Otherwise they would have been in court two 
years ago.

Legislative Update 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (Feb. 6, 2015) - 
It’s been a busy week in Frankfort as we 
finished the first week of what is known 
as Part 2 of the non-budget session. 
Continuing with our goal of “Creating 
Kentucky jobs and strengthening Kentucky 
families,” the Senate passed several bills 
this week, all of which impact the health 
and welfare of all Kentuckians. 

I sponsored Senate Bill 10 - a measure 
that will ensure that hospitals meeting 
specific requirements be designated as 
stroke centers and that emergency service 
providers have a list of those hospitals, 
so that EMT responders know the closest 
stroke center to take a patient to when 
the emergency call occurs. In a stroke 
situation, every second is critical, and 
studies have shown that Kentucky has 
one of the highest rates of fatalities from 
strokes in the nation. I was encouraged 
that this bill passed unanimously with bi¬ 
partisan support and am hopeful that the 
House will follow the Senate’s lead in 
passing this life-saving measure. 

This week, we also passed pro-life 
legislation that would require that any 
patient undergoing an abortion procedure 
have a face-to-face meeting with the 
doctor prior to the procedure in which all 
of the risks and possible long-term medical 
consequences are fully disclosed and the 
doctor can be sure that the patient is fully 
informed of any associated risks. The bill 
passed late Thursday and is now sent to 


the House. 

To address the problem of frivolous 
lawsuits, which are costly and burdensome 
to health care providers, we passed 
Senate Bill 6. This bill would implement 
medical review panels that independently 
review negligence and 
malpractice suits before 
they move to the court 
system. This provides 
an extra layer of review 
before lawsuits can be 
filed, providing medical 
experts to evaluate 
the merits of a case 
before it moves on to 
the judicial system. 

This will also provide some protection 
to physicians, providing an extra level 
of scrutiny before suits can be filed and 
should help in preventing malpractice 
lawsuits without merit, which are costly 
and have a negative impact on medical 
practices. Currently, Kentucky needs more 
doctors, and policies such as this are a 
tool that helps Kentucky retain the doctors 
who are currently practicing here, as well 
as aids in recruiting new doctors to serve 
Kentucky families. 

The Senate also passed Senate Bill 
9, which exempts school construction 
projects from the state’s prevailing wage 
law. Current prevailing wage law requires 
contractors to pay their workers a specified 
minimum wage rate for work on certain 


public construction projects which is 
higher than private construction projects. 
This legislation will decrease construction 
costs of elementary and secondary 
education buildings by 7.6 percent. 

While schools in our district are doing 
well, unfortunately, there are other parts of 
the state in which schools are experiencing 
a wide achievement gap. In an effort to 
improve education opportunities, Senate 
Bill 8 was passed this week: this bill 
would allow Jefferson and Fayette counties 
to create five public charter schools in a 
pilot program, that if successful, will be 
expanded. 

In closing, it was a very successful 
week. I look forward to the opportunities 
and challenges ahead in the remaining 22 
days of this short 2015 Legislative Session.

Right-to-Work is really about worker freedom

Union membership may be in decline across 
America, but here in the Bluegrass State, unions 
still have the power to force workers into 
becoming dues-paying members against their 
will. That means if you work for an employer 
who contracts with a union, you can be forced to 
pay union dues as a condition of employment. 

That’s outrageous. It’s long past time 
Kentucky follow the lead of 24 other states 
and pass right-to-work legislation. Right-to- 
work laws are simple enough. They empower 
employees to decide on their own terms whether 
they prefer to spend their hard-earned money on 
joining a union, or if they would prefer to take 
that money home. 

Right-to-work legislation is a smart policy that 
boosts economic development while advancing 
workers’ rights by ensuring workers are not 


forced to join, and thus aren’t limited by the 
dictates of a union. 

We support right-to-work laws at every level 
of government - federal, state, and local. We’ve 
joined together to push for national right-to- 
work legislation in the U.S. Senate in the past. 
Just this week, we again introduced the National 
Right to Work Act. And we see great benefits for 
Kentucky to pass a state right-to-work law. We 
were pleased to see the Kentucky Senate pass 
one, and we encourage the Kentucky House to 
take up and pass this pro-worker reform. 

Local jurisdictions throughout the 
commonwealth are fed up with waiting for 
a state or federal law that will provide them 
with the safety net from big labor they need. 
That’s why we support Warren County’s recent 
move to pass its own right-to-work legislation. 
Other Kentucky counties, including Simpson, 
Fulton, Todd and Hardin, have followed Warren 
County’s lead to stay competitive. Local 


jurisdictions should do everything they can to 
increase their own competitiveness, which is 
why we applaud other counties in Kentucky 
following in their footsteps. 

Warren County, like the rest of Kentucky, must 
compete for employers with neighboring states, 
many of which, like Tennessee and Indiana, have 
already passed right-to-work laws. Without a 
similar incentive, Kentucky will lose out in the 
race to attract businesses that create jobs in our 
communities. It’s no accident that manufacturing 
employment is one-third higher in states that 
embrace these policies, and that nine of the top 
10 states for business and jobs in America are all 
right-to-work states. 

Until big labor’s grip on workers and 
employers is loosened, Kentucky will keep 
falling behind its neighbors that have right- 
to-work laws. Over the past decade, growth 
in private-sector jobs in right-to-work states 
was 15.3 percent; in Kentucky it was only 6.9 


percent. You might think that forced union 
membership would at least bring with it higher 
pay, but you’d be wrong: Compensation in right- 
to-work states grew at a rate of 14.2 percent, 
while in Kentucky it was only 4.3 percent. 

At its core, the right-to-work is really about 
worker freedom. One survey showed that 80 
percent of union members said employees 
shouldn’t be forced or coerced into joining a 
union. No one should be forced to join a union 
they believe fails to represent their personal 
interests. 

Five counties in Kentucky have passed 
ordinances to ensure this protection is extended 
to workers in their jurisdictions. We support 
them and hope that other counties as well as the 
state legislature will soon follow suit.

"’REPENTANCE TOWARD GOD AND FAITH TOWARD OUR LORD JESUS CHRIST” 

Acts 20:21b 

“Repentance” and “faith” are good Bible words, and with their related verbs “repent” and “believe” (“trust”) I 
they deserve good Bible definitions and usage. Together, they are used scores of times in the Bible, especially in | 
the New Testament. A careful investigation of every passage would make a book! 

But to consider the Biblical relationship between the two ideas is much simpler; there are only a few Scriptures | 
where both ideas are used together, and these can be easily explored. Which comes first? 

“Which came first, the chicken or the egg?” That old saw is easy for a Bible-believer to answer; the hen was I 
created fully equipped to provide the eggs created in her internal organs. Evolutionists have a bit more difficulty | 
with the question! 

“Which comes first, the bullet or the hole?” In the experience of one being shot, it makes little difference; but I 
analytically, it is clear that the bullet produces the hole. In every case where the ideas of repentance and faith are | 
together in Scripture, there is one clear answer to this question. Our text is clear enough, without discussion. 

In Mark 1:15, after Jesus was baptized in obedience to His Father, Who was well pleased with the One Who 
had been His Son before that act, but was now His publicly obedient Son, after John (Baptist) was put in prison 
for his blunt message to Herod, “Jesus came into Galilee, preaching . . .repent ye, and believe the gospel.” (Mk. 
1:14... 15). As John’s preaching was ’’the beginning of the gospel of Jesus Christ’ (Mk. 1:1, and Jesus frequently 
endorsed John’s message, especially by receiving his baptism, we would expect that Jesus (and His chosen dis¬ 
ciples) would simply continue John’s mission and message, and Paul by inspiration as recorded by Luke in Acts 
19:4 tells us that this had been John’s “gospel order of salvation,” for there we read: “John verily baptized with the 
baptism of repentance, saying unto the people that they should believe on Him Who should come after him, that 
is, on Christ Jesus.” 

But Jesus Himself is even plainer on the order of these inseparable graces. In Matthew 21:32, in a controversy I 
with the chief priests and elders, He conditions genuine saving faith on prior genuine repentance. . .ye, when ye | 
had seen it, repented not afterward,, that ye might believe him.” 

And one other New Testament passage speaks to this issue, without using the words “faith” or “trust” but still 
clearly. In Acts 2:38, Peter commands repentance before baptism, and in verse 41 Dr. Luke tells us “Then they that 
gladly received his word were baptized . . . “ Is that not faith following repentance and preceding baptism? One 
Old Testament passage, while not using either word, gives us the same order. In Isaiah 30:15, the Lord GOD says, 

. ..In returning and rest shall ye be saved; in quietness and in confidence shall be your strength ...“Returning” 
is clearly the equivalent of repentance, a “right-about-face” in which we turn from all we have trusted and therefore | 
turn toward the One True God; “rest” is surely the equivalent of faith, which is a quiet confidence. 

The prayer of this writer is that any reader who has not enjoyed the blessed experience of gospel repentance and I 
saving faith that Jesus described as “new birth” which leads to obedience as a child of God will do so as led by the | 
goodness of God, which leads to repentance (Romans 2:4).

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Local Residents Can Reduce Cancer Risk 
Through Healthy Lifestyle Choices in 2015 


Guidelines on nutrition and 
physical activity for cancer pre¬ 
vention from the American Can¬ 
cer Society stress the importance 
of healthy behaviors. Everyday 
lifestyle choices can do a lot to 
help people stay well and reduce 
a cancer risk. 

Almost one-third of cancer 
deaths each year are caused by 
tobacco use. Up to one-third of 
the cancer cases that occur in the 
U.S. are related to overweight, 
obesity, physical inactivity, and/ 
or poor nutrition, and thus could 
also be prevented. 

While there are cancer risk 
factors a person can’t change, 
such as age and genetics, there 
are others which people have the 
power to do something. 


The American Cancer Soci¬ 
ety recommends women and 
men avoid tobacco, maintain a 
healthy weight, stay physically 
active throughout life, and eat a 
healthy diet. It’s also important 
for individuals to see their doc¬ 
tors regularly and have regular 
cancer screening tests. 

- Staying active means engag¬ 
ing in at least 150 minutes of 
moderate-intensity or 75 min¬ 
utes of vigorous-intensity physi¬ 
cal activity each week for adults, 
or an equivalent combination, 
preferably spread throughout 
the week. 

- Eating right means choos¬ 
ing a plant-based diet - at least 
2.5 cups of vegetables and fruits 
each day, whole grains instead of 


processed (refined) grains, and 
limiting how much processed 
and red meats you eat. 

- Limit alcohol consumption 
to no more than one drink per 
day for women or two per day 
for men. Cancer risk appears to 
increase with alcohol consump¬ 
tion. 

- Getting screened means 
having age-appropriate cancer 
screenings. While cancer screen¬ 
ing tests cannot prevent cancer, 
they may help catch the disease 
early, when it is easiest to treat.

I want 
to make sure I’ll still have a safety factor, and something of value, 
if that happens.

Dear Steve, 

What’s the safety factor here? And if 
everything goes downhill, why does it 
have value? Gold has this weird allure and 
mythology around it that says, “I’ve still got 
something that people will take when the 
economy crashes.” But the truth is there hasn’t 
been an instance when people used gold as 
a medium of exchange in a crashed or failed 
economy since the Roman Empire. 

People still use gold because they believe in 
it. We also believe in green paper with presidents’ faces on it. So, 
gold really has no more intrinsic value than that green paper. The 
only reason we place value on it is because we, the society, place 
value on it. A failed society might not place value on it anymore. 

In a completely failed economy, the first step is usually a 
takeover by a Fascist government. After that, you get a new color 
of money - of paper - with a new leader’s face on it. Then, the old 
stuff isn’t worth anything. It’s very seldom you ever see gold come 
to the rescue. 

I don’t believe in investing in gold for that reason. Plus, the track 
record on gold, as far as a rate of return, is horrible over the long 
haul. There was a time a few years ago when everyone went crazy 
on it, but other than that?

continue to provide the public 
with information as it becomes 
available. “There will be many 
meetings with the member- 
owners before the vote later this 
summer,” Kimbell said. 

Kimbell understands that the 
survey sent out to its member- 
owners was very vague. “We 
couldn’t release any information 
more than we did because 
sensitive financial information 
is involved,” he explained. 

HFRECC sent out 2,800 
surveys. “As of today we have 
approximately 650 surveys 
returned out of 2,800, we do not 
have any results yet, they are 
being tabulated by the survey 
company,” stated Grissom. “By 
the end of this week we should 
have all surveys returned and 
have full results by the end of 
the second week of February. 
Some comments say T don’t 
care where I get my power I 
just want the cheapest option’, 
others say T am happy with 
my service and I don’t want 
anything to change.’” 

Another portion of the survey 
having customers commenting 
with the following, “Typically 
it seems that a customer with a 
high level of power consumption 
is more concerned about rates, 
particularly the commercial 
and industrial customers which 
make up more than 50% of our 
total revenue. While a segment 
of the residential customers, 
that have low consumption 
seem to care more on the fact 
that we currently have achieved 
a high level of customer loyalty 
because of the good job are 
employees have done with 
customer service.” 

The survey was sent out to see 
if and how any member-owners 
are served by more than one of 
the three Co-ops. “Some might 
have a preference as to which 
one we merge with depending 
on which Co-ops already serve 
them,” added Kimbell. 

Currently HFRECC services 
3,700 meters. In comparison, 
Gibson EMC currently serves 
35,000 meters and West 
KY maintains 38,500. This 
calculates to 5 meters per mile 
of line for HFRECC and 12 
meters per mile of line for 
Gibson EMC and 9 for West 
Ky. 


As more information becomes 
available additional articles and 
press releases will follow. It 
could take several months to 
finalize a merger, if and when 
it becomes a reality. Member- 
owners of both Co-ops wishing 
to merge will place the final and 
deciding vote on the merger. 
The earliest a vote could be 
put before the member-owners 
would be during the annual 
meeting on June 23. 

Gibson Co. Electric 
Membership Corporation’s 
Dan Rodamaker, President and 
CEO, responds to the Hickman 
Courier’s questions about the 
possible merger with HFRECC. 

Why does your board feel 
this would be a good move 
for Gibson Electric and their 
owner-members? 

Gibson Electric Membership 
Corporation’s board feels it is a 
good idea to talk with Hickman- 
Fulton Counties RECC’s board 
about the possibility of a 
merger/consolidation because 
our members and Hickman- 
Fulton’s members could benefit 
from increased efficiencies 
in the areas of personnel, 
equipment, and purchasing. 

Our board and our employees 
are here to serve our members 
and our objective is to do what’s 
in their best interest. Hickman- 
Fulton’s board and employees 
also are trying to do what’s in 
their members’ best interest. 
This merger/consolidation 
would not increase Gibson 
EMC members’ rates, but it 
would lower Hickman-Fulton’s 
members’ rates. 

Of course, we also are 
concerned about our employees 
too. No employee would lose 
his or her job as a result of the 
merger. In short, we believe that 
a merger/consolidation would 
result in a better utility for 
everyone. 

How will the owner 
members benefit? short term? 
and down the road - 20 years 
from now? 

In the short-term, a merger/ 
consolidation with Gibson 
EMC would give Hickman- 
Fulton members a substantial 
rate decrease. The long-term 
result of a merger/consolidation 
would be a new utility even 
better equipped to deliver 


reliable, affordable and safe 
service to our members. 

I understand that two Co¬ 
ops in TYA have never merged 
before - why now? Why these 
two? 

Our two Co-ops are neighbors 
and we have partnered closely 
for about four years on shared 
services. With the resignation 
of Hickman-Fulton President 
and CEO Greg Grissom to 
become President/CEO of 
Pennyrile Electric, our boards 
felt it was a good time to 
explore the possibility of a 
merger/consolidation. 

While we each have good 
systems on our own, we believe 
there is an opportunity to be 
great together. 

At Gibson EMC we’re 
thankful that on our last 
residential survey our members 
gave us an American Customer 
Satisfaction Index score of 91 
- the highest of large utilities 
in the country, but we’re 
always looking to improve. 
With a joint focus on safety, 
operational excellence and 
customer service, we believe 
that we can give our members 
even better service together. 

How will it affect service? 

Like Hickman-Fulton, Gibson 
EMC is a very progressive 
cooperative that embraces 
technology. Both Co-ops share 
the same automated metering 
infrastructure (AMI), the same 
pre-payment option for our 
members, the same member 
information system and the 
same geographic information 
system. Our Co-ops also are 
connected with fiber for a two- 
way communications platform 
and we share servers for email 
and Voice over IP phone 
systems. We believe a merger/ 
consolidation would yield 
even better service through 
efficiencies and expanded 
expertise. 

Which Co-op takes control? 

If our systems merge or 
consolidate, neither Co-op 
will take control. Partnering 
as we’ve done in the past 
and considering a merger/ 
consolidation is simply applying 
the seventh cooperative 
principle - cooperation among 
cooperatives. It’s what we 
should do to best serve our 
members. 

Will there be fewer board 
members? 

There would likely be fewer 
board members, but the board 
members would represent 
specific geographical areas 
within the merged/consolidated 
utility. The Co-ops’ members 
within a geographical area 
would elect a board member 
from within that same area. 

Will there be less employees 
in the short term? or down 
the road? 

Hickman-Fulton’s board 
and Gibson EMC’s board 
have agreed that a merger/ 
consolidation would only be 
considered if it ultimately would 
save members money through 
economies of scale and protect 
local jobs - including those 
held by the employees of both 
systems. If our systems merged/ 
consolidated, the Hickman 
office would remain open and 
the employees who work in 
that location would keep their 
jobs and compensation. Down 
the road, any organizational 
changes would be accomplished 
through attrition or retirement. 


West Kentucky Rural Electric 
Cooperative’s David Smart, 
President & CEO, responds 
to The Hickman Courier’s 
questions about exploring a 
possible merger with HFRECC. 

Why did WKRECC decide 
to explore the option of 
merging with HFRECC? 

Cooperative board members 
are elected to look out for the 
best interest of their member- 
owners. As fiduciaries of the 
cooperative, board members 
are called to make sound 
financial decisions for their 
cooperatives. There are 
many reasons why WKRECC 
decided to explore the option of 
merging with HFRECC. Both 
cooperatives are financially 
sound, operate under Kentucky 
law, buy wholesale power from 
TVA, share many of the same 
values and commitment to 
service, have similar operating 
procedures and provide service 
in some of the same counties. It 
just makes sense to explore the 
possibility of a merger. 

How will it benefit your 
member-owners once the 
merger goes through and 
down the road - 10, 20 years 
from now? 

In the event that the merger 
goes through, our member- 
owners would benefit from 
economies of scale such as 
financial, operational and 
contractual efficiencies. These 
economies of scale will lead to 
future rate stability and delayed 
rate actions. Our member- 
owners would also benefit from 
the expansion of resources and 
expertise. 

How will it affect rates? 

HFRECC members would see 
a rate reduction. All member- 
owners of the combined 
cooperative would benefit from 
future rate stability and delayed 
rate actions. 

How will it affect the 
number of employees? 

All current employees will 
remain to meet the combined 
needs of both cooperatives. 

How will it affect service in 
both areas? 

The quality of service in both 
areas would be enhanced due to 
interconnections that could be 
made between the two systems 
that would allow for back¬ 
feed capabilities that currently 
do not exist. Our detailed 
maintenance programs and 
planned system improvements 
will further enhance reliability. 
The employees’ commitment to 
provide excellent service for the 
member-owners will continue. 

Are you planning on sending 
out a survey to your member- 
owners like HFRECC did? 

At this time, we do not plan 
on sending out a survey to our 
member-owners. In the event 
the boards decide to proceed 
with a detailed merger study, 
we would establish a merger 
communications plan that not 
only reaches the member- 
owners of WKRECC but 
also the member-owners of 
HFRECC. 

Do you plan on meeting 
with your member-owners? 
If so, when? 

At this point we don’t have 
any meetings planned with our 
member-owners. However, if 
our boards decide to go forward 
with the merger study, we will 
evaluate the need for town hall 
meetings as part of our merger 
communications plan. 


Two of the most important 
parts of a healthy marriage are 
teamwork and communication. 

Without those two areas being 
a priority, it’s very difficult for 
a marriage to survive. That’s 
why money fights and money 
problems are the leading cause of 
divorce in America today. 

When you both got married, 
the pastor said, “You are one.” 
And you know what? He meant 
it! You are one. Together, you are 
a team that sets the tone for your 
family and your future. 

When it comes to money, that 
means one bank account. It means 
making a budget — together. It 
means getting and staying on the 
same page in everything related 
to your money. 

If you and your spouse don’t 
see eye to eye regarding money, 
you are just inviting tension and 
stress and disagreement into your 
marriage. 

For example, if one spouse is 
sitting down every month and 
coming up with a budget, and, 
without notice, the other spouse 
goes out and spends $500 on a 
new television, then you have 
problems. 

And that’s a realistic scenario. 
Around 1 in 5 Americans admit 
to spending $500 or more without 
their partner’s knowledge. We 
call it “financial infidelity,” and 
it’s a growing problem today. 

When you both sit down at the 
table and come up with a budget 
that you both agree on, then 
issues like that won’t happen. 
Each month, before the month 
begins, you sit down and spend 


every dollar on paper, on purpose. 

It’s okay if one of you takes the 
lead, but you both have to buy 
in to the budget and understand 
what’s going on. You both need 
to have a grasp of your whole 
financial situation. 

That’s why it’s vital to have 
one primary bank account that 
you both use. When you have 
separate accounts, it’s too easy to 
start thinking, This is my money 
and that is his money — when, 
really, it’s your money together. 

Once you have that single 
account, you can set a limit 
on a single purchase that you 
both make without talking. 
For instance, if your limit is 
$100, then neither of you would 
purchase anything over $100 
without talking to your spouse 
first. 

That specific number will 
depend on your income. It might 
be more, and it might be less. But 
it’s important that you both know 
what’s coming in and going out 
of your bank account. The left 
hand needs to know what the 
right hand is up to!

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AG Conway offers 
consumer tips following 
Anthem data breach 


FRANKFORT, Ky. 

(February 6, 2015) - Attorney 
General Jack Conway and his 
Office of Consumer Protection 
are encouraging Kentuckians 
to take steps to protect their 
personal information and 
watch for signs of identity theft 
following a data breach recently 
announced by Anthem, one 
of the nation’s largest health 
insurers. 

Anthem has confirmed it was 
the subject of a “sophisticated, 
external cyberattack,” and that 
hackers gained access to the 
names, Social Security numbers, 
birthdays, addresses, email and 
employment information of 
current and former customers, 
as well as employees. The 
company has said that the stolen 
data did not include medical 
records or credit card numbers. 

“Becoming a victim of a data 
breach can be a frustrating and 
stressful experience,” Attorney 
General Conway said. “If you 
have been impacted by this 
recent cyberattack on Anthem, I 
encourage you to take advantage 
of the free credit monitoring 
and identity protection services 
being offered by the company. 
Additionally, consumers can 
always find a step-by-step 
toolkit designed to assist 
identity theft victims on my 
website, ag.ky.gov. The faster 
you detect identity theft, the 
sooner you can report and 
correct it.”

Protection also recommend the 
following tips to help keep you 
safe from identity thieves: 

Check your mail. Open 
letters you receive and look for 
notifications that you have been 
affected by a security breach. 

•Take advantage of free credit 
monitoring services Anthem 
will be offering to breach 
victims. 

•Consider placing a “fraud 
alert” on credit reports, which 
alerts businesses that they 
should verify identity before 
issuing credit in a consumer’s 
name. It lasts for 90 days, and 
you can sign up by contacting 
any one of the three major 
credit bureaus (Equifax, 1-800- 
525-6285, www.equifax.com; 
TransUnion, 1 -800-680-7289, 

www.transunion.com; Experian, 
1-888-397-3742, www. 

experian.com.) 

•Watch for “phishing” emails 
from scammers claiming to 
be from Anthem, a credit card 
bureau or other legitimate 
company. A legitimate bank 
or card provider will never ask 
for your account information by 
mail or email. 

•Be vigilant of phone calls 
and legitimate-looking websites 
urging you to give up personal 
information. Also, never 
respond to pop-up ads that 
ask for personal or financial 
information. 

•Monitor credit reports and 
financial account statements 
regularly and report suspicious 
activity to your financial 
institutions. Free credit reports 
can be accessed at www. 


annualcreditreport .com. 

•Watch for signs that your 
identity or credit information 
has been misused. Some signs 
include: finding new accounts 
in your name or receiving 
credit cards that you did not 
open; receiving an address 
or account change notice you 
did not initiate; being denied 
credit or favorable credit terms 
for no apparent reason; or 
you suddenly stop receiving 
statements from a creditor for 
no good reason. 

Customers affected by the 
recent data breach will be 
receiving a letter from Anthem 
explaining the breach and how 
to enroll in the identity theft 
protection and credit monitoring 
services.
